Attacfaed is tfae name of a principal campaign committee tfaat faas failed to file 48-faour 
notices witfa tfae Commission for contributions of $1,000.00 or more received from tfae close of 
books for tfae 12-Day Pre Cjeneral Report up to 48 faours before tfae November 2, 2010 General 
Election in accordance with 2 U.S.C. § 434(a)(6) and 11 CFR. § 104.5(f). The conunittee. Buck 
for Colorado, represents a candidate who lost tfae General Election. Tfae committee is being 
referred for failing to file 48-faour notices for conttibutions totaling $111,707.14. 

A 48-faour notice is required to report all contributions of a $1,000.00 or more, to any 
autfaorized committee of a canclidate, including contributions from tfae candidate, loans from tfae 
candidate and otfaer non-bank sources and endorsements or guarantees of loans from banks, as 
per, 11 CFR § 104.5(f). 

We faave attacfaed an information sfaeet wfaicfa includes tfae contributor name, date of 
receipt and amount of tfae contributions for wfaicfa a 48-faour notice was not filed. 

In accordance witfa tfae scfaedule of civil money penalties outlined within 11 CFR § 
111 .44, this committee should be assessed the civil money penalty so indicated. 
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Recommendation 

1. Find reason to believe that Buck for Colorado and Kennetfa Salazar, Treasurer, violated 2 
U.S.C. § 434(a)(6) and make a preliminary determination tiiat a civil money penalty of 
$12,161.00 be assessed. 

2. Send tfae appropriate letter.

^ The Federal Election Campaign Act of 1971, as amended, 2 U.S.C. § 431, et seq. ("the 
0 Act"), requires principal campaign committees of candidates for federal office to notify in 
HI writing either the Secretary of the Senate or the Federal Election Commission ("FEC"), and the 

Secretary of State, as appropriate, of any contribution of $1,000 or more, received by any 
authorized committee of the candidate after the 20th day, but more than 48 hours before, any 
election. 2 U.S.C. § 434(a)(6)(A). Tfae Act furtfaer requires notification to be made within 48 
hours after the receipt of the contribution and to include the name of the candidate and office 
sought, the date of receipt, the amount of the contribution, and the identification of the 
contributor. Id. These notification requirements are in addition to all other reporting 
requirements. 2 U.S.C. § 434(a). Our records indicate that Buck for Colorado did not submit 
48-Hour Notices for conttibutions of $1,000 or more, received between October 14, 2010 and 
October 30,2010, totaling $111,707, as required by 2 U.S.C. § 434(a)(6)(A). Attachment I. 

The Act permits the FEC to impose civil money penalties for violations of the reporting 
requirements of 2 U.S.C. § 434(a). 2 U.S.C. § 437g(a)(4). On March 25, 2011, the FEC found 
that there is Reason to Believe ("RTB") that Buck for Colorado and you, in your official capacity 
as treasurer, violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a) by failing to file the 48-Hour Notices. Based on tiie 
FECs schedule of civil money penalties at 11 C.F.R. § 111.44, the amount of your civil money 
penalty calculated at the RTB stage is $12,161. Please see the attached copy of the 
Commission's administrative fine regulations at 11 C.F.R. §§ 111.30-111.46. Attachment 2. 
The Commission's website contains further information about how the administrative fine 
program works and how the fines are calculated. http://www.fec.gov/af̂ af shtml. 11 C.F.R. § 
111.34. The amount ofthe civil money penalty is $110 for each non-filed notice plus 10 percent 
of the dollar amount of the contributions not timely reported. The civil money penalty increases 
by 25 percent for each prior violation. Send your payment of $12,161 within forty (40) days of 
the finding, or by May 4, 2011. 
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At fhis juncture, fhe followmg courses of action are available to you: 

1. If You Choose to Challenge the RTB Finding and/or Civil Money Penalty 
If you should decide to challenge tiie RTB finding and/or calculated civil money penalty, 

you must submit a written response, including fhe AF# found at tfae top of page 1 under your 
committee's identification number, to ffae FECs Office of Administtative Review, 999 E Stteet, 
NW, Wasfaington, DC 20463. Your response must be received witfam forty (40) days of tfae 
Commission's RTB fincUng, or May 4, 2011. 11 CF.R. § 111.35(a). Your written response 
must include tfae reason(s) wfay you are cfaallenging tfae RTB fincUng and/or calculated civil 
money penalty, and must include tfae factual basis supporting tfae reason(s) and supporting 
documentation. Tfae FEC sttongly encourages that documents be submitted in the form of 
affidavits or declarations. 11 C.F.R. § 111.36(c).

Failure to File 48-Hour Notices under 

Attached is the name of a principal campaign committee and its treasurer against whicfa 
the Commission has found reason to believe (RTB) and assessed a proposed civil money penalty 
calculated at RTB for failure to file the appropriate 48-Hour Notices for the 2010 General 
Election. The Committee has paid the civil money penalty. 

For your information. Buck for Congress amended their 30-Day Post General Report 
after the RTB finding disclosing a level of activity which would result in a lower civil money 
penalty. The committee disclosed contributions of SI,000 or more received from the close of 
books for the 12-Day Pre General Report up to 48 hours before the November 2, 2010 General 
Election totaling $91,257.14 for which they failed to file one required (1) 48-hour notice 
(previously reported as failing to file nine (9) 48-hour notices for contributions totaling 
$111,707.14), thus the fine would be lowered from $12,161 to $9,236. The committee paid 
$9,236 thus a refund is not necessary. 

In accordance with 11 C.F.R. 111.34, the Commission shall send a final determination 
notice to the respondent that has paid the civil money penalty. 
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RAD Recommendation 

(1) Make final determination that the political committee and its treasurer listed on the attacfaed 
report violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a) and assess the final civil money penalty so indicated. 

(2) Send the appropriate letter.

0 On March 28, 2011, the Federal Election Commission ("the Commission") found reason 
«M to believe ("RTB") that Buck for Colorado and its tteasurer violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a) for failing 
^ to file 48-Hour Notices for contributions of $1,000 or more, received between October 14, 2010 
^ and October 30, 2010, totaling $111,707. By letter dated March 28, 2011, the Commission sent 
HI notification of the RTB finding that included a civil money penalty calculated at the RTB stage 

of $12,161 in accordance with the schedule of penalties at 11 C.F.R. § 111.44. The amount of 
the civil money penalty has been changed to reflect the actual amount of contributions of $1,000 
or more, received between October 14, 2010 and October 30, 2010 for which 48-Hour Notices 
were not filed. 

On May 2, 2011, the FEC received payment of the civil money penalty. The FEC made a 
final determination on May 16, 2011 that you, in your official capacity as treasurer, and Buck for 
Colorado violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a), assessed a civil money penalty in the amount of $9,236 in 
accordance with 11 CF.R. § 111.44 and voted to close the file. 

The confidentiality provisions at 2 U.S.C. § 437g(a)(l2) no longer apply and this matter 
is now public. The file will be made a part of the public record pursuant to 11 CF.R. § 
111.42(b). Although the file must be placed on the public record within thirty (30) days from the 
date of the Commission's notification, this could occur at anytime following certification of the 
Commission's vote.
